Reason for Allowance 

Claims 1-3 and 5-13 are allowed for the following reasons: 

The instant application is deemed to be directed to a nonobvious improvement over the 
invention patented in Pat. No. Christopher et al. (US 20030007774). 
Claims 1-3 are allowed because the prior art of record, taken alone or in 
combination, fails to disclose or render obvious wherein said scribing force ranges from 
about 1 to 5 grams in combination with the rest of the limitations of the base claim. 
Claims 5-6 and 8-10 are allowed because the prior art of record, taken alone or in 
combination, fails to disclose or render obvious wherein said fiber tension profile bar 
comprises a plurality of profile steps, whereby said tension is applied at a plurality of 
levels during said rearward direction of travel of said blade carriage in combination with 
the rest of the limitations of the base claim. 

Claims 7 and 11-13 are allowed because the prior art of record, taken alone or in 
combination, fails to disclose or render obvious a limit sensor adapted to determine the 
position of said blade carriage, said sensor being adapted to stop said motor drive 
assembly after completion of a reciprocating cycle of said blade carriage in combination 
with the rest of the limitations of the base claim.
